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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 6-1 1 , and 1 5-1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-4, 6- 
1 1 , and 1 5-1 8 are allowable because of the method of engaging a first side of the sheet 
material with a first crack initiator having a high rake angle and extending from a first 
cutter base having a low rake angle, simultaneously engaging a second side of the 
sheet material with a second cutter, generating a first crack in the first side of the sheet 
material with the crack initiator, further propagating the first crack with a rake edge of 
the cutter base thereby disengaging the first crack initiator, the sheet material comprises 
a laminated web structure, and the first crack initiator has a height that is greater than a 
thickness of a protective laminate/coating on the first side of the laminated structure. 
None of the prior art cited discloses a method that incorporates engaging a first side of 
the sheet material with a first crack initiator having a high rake angle and extending from 
a first cutter base having a low rake angle, simultaneously engaging a second side of 
the sheet material with a second cutter, generating a first crack in the first side of the 
sheet material with the crack initiator, further propagating the first crack with a rake 
edge of the cutter base thereby disengaging the first crack initiator, the sheet material 
comprises a laminated web structure, and the first crack initiator has a height that is 
greater than a thickness of a protective laminate/coating on the first side of the 
laminated structure to cut sheet material. Therefore, in view of what has been stated 
above, the claims are allowable over the art of record. Applications 10/027,296, 
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10/033,496, and 10/260,974 along with Patent 6,820,784 where reviewed with the 
instant application with respect to a possible double patenting rejection. Upon 
completion, it was concluded that a double patenting rejection did not apply and was not 
proper.
